Filibustering Tactics by Democratic 


Senator* Against the Ship* Subsidy 
•Ill—Rush of Business During the 
Closing Hours of the Session of 
Congress. 


Washington, March 4.—In a letter 


to Governor James Davison of Wis- 
consin, Senator 
Spooner 
tendered 


his resignation as a senator of the 
United States, to take effect May 1 
next. The letter was dated Saturday, 
but the fact that such a letter had 
been written or that Mr. Spooner con- 
templated resigning did not become 
known in the senate until late Sun- 
day, 
when it created great surprise, 


and the Wisconsin senator at once 
found himself the subject of many 
anxious inquiries. 
To all he replied 


that his mind was fully made up. He 
had found, he said, that to continue 
m his present position would require 
a sacrifice on his part that he could 
not justify himself in making. In re- 
ply to questions he said that he would 
the practice of law, but declined to 
say whether he would be located in 
Wisconsin. He did say, however, that 
he vould continue to be a citizen- of 
that state long as he lived. 


Mor% money has been appropriated 


during~the short session of the Fifty- 
ninth congress, which passed Into his- 
tory at noon, than during any pre 
vious session. The amount, as near as 
can be estimated, approximates a bil- 
lion dollars. Two big battleshrips 
were authorized for the navy, and the 
artillery corps of the army was reor- 
ganized and enlarge*. A general ser- 
vice pension bill was granted to vet- 
erans of the Mexican and civil wars, 
and like provisions were made for 
army nurses. For river and harbor 
improvements the appropriation aggre- 
gated $83,000,000. Increased salaries 
were given to cabinet ministers, the 
vice president 
and senators, 
the 


speaket of the house of representa- 
tives and Us members, to ambassa- 
dors, ministers and consuls, to post- 
office clerks and letter carriers. 


After a heated debate lasting for 


over one hour^, the house decided al- 
most unanimously to stand for a pro- 
vision in the bill regulating the hours 
of railway employes which will pre- 
vent railway telegraphers from work- 
ing more than nine consecutive hours.

A senate bill was passed amending 


'he act enabling the people of Okla- 
homa and Indian Territoiy to form a

By a vote of 160 to 70 the house 


passed the Aldrich financial bill, the 
Republicans lining up with two or 
three exceptions solidly for the meas- 
ure, the Democrats being just as solid 
against it. 


The house also passed the senate 


bill providing for the establishment of 
an agricultural tank in the Philippine 
Islands. The passage of the bill de- 
veloped diametrically opposite views 
on the part of the two leaders of the 
minority, Mr. Dearmond of Missouri 
voting for the measure while Mr. Wil- 
liams of Mississippi, the minority 
leader, stood squarely against it. 


The final reporfsin the pension ap- 


propriation bill, containing a provision 
for the maintenance of 18 pension 
agencies, was agreed to. 


The conferences on the geneial de- 


ficiency bill fixed the salary of Secre- 
tary Loeb at $6,000, and allowed the 
appropriation of $15,000 to assist Sen- 
ator Smoot in paying the expenses of 
his case before the senate. 


Fight on Ship Subsidy. 


Never before has the senate ap- 


peared to relish so much an attempt 
to kill legislation by filibustering 
methods. Mr. Carmack, as, the direc- 
tor of the minority movement against 


shin subsidv bill, kept the mem- 


ber* convulsed with his sallies, and at 
no time did he try to hide the fact 
that his effort was a filibuster, pure 
and simple. Charging that the pend- 
ing measure was for the purpose of i 
"looting the treasury," Mr. Carmack ' 
referred -to the bill as voting a "sub- 
vention," and Mr. McLaurin asked 
the difference between "subsidy" and 
"subvention."
